Life’s new sensations are few and precious. 


Here was one—a discovery that there were 
places, of which I had never before conceiv- | 
ed the character and existence—utter nov- 
elties—effects of form, structure, space and | 
combination which were strangely unexpec- 
ted, at the same time that they flooded, sati- 
ated, staggered, the craving sense of the love 
of the wonderful. What they cali “ Gorin’s 
Dome” was the first point where I openly ac- 
knowledged this victory of the Cave over 
my ineredality. The approach to it was by | 
a long and narrow passage through the rock, 
Stephen telling me, on the way, that he had, 
named the Dome for his former owner, Mr. 
Gorin, and that Mr. Gorin had once taken 
him to Louisana to sell, but brought him back 
because nobody would give him eleven hun- | 
dred dollars for him. I was stumbling along 
by the light of my flickering lamp, musing 
how oddly a man might chance to have a 
“Dome” named after him, and how a hand- 
some and intelligent fellow might be too dear 
at £1,100, when we stopped before a hole in 
the wall. Here our guide left us, requesting 
us to wait for a moment till he could light up 
the Dome.

We stood wondering how a “Dome” could | 


be produced out of a corner in the cave where | 
we could scarcely find room to stand, when a | 
light began to shine in upon us through the 

hole in the wall, and Stephen called to us to 

look through, one by one. In my turn I put 

my head out of the rocky window. He was 

holding up, and throwing down, sheets of 
medicated paper, commonly known as “Ben- | 
gal light,” which produced a brilliant illumi- 

nation above and below. I looked down first 

into a profound abyss, and then up to a height 

of which I could see no termination, and it 

was hard to realize that such vast depths and 

altitudes were all under ground—graves dug | 
and trees growing far everhead—but it was, 
not the extent upward and downward that» 
formed its novelty and beauty. It was like a 
steeple built over a gulf, but both steeple and 
gulf seemed curtained with uncut velvet of 
ereamy richness, fringed at all his folds and 
edges with elaborate embroidery.

226 avenues, 47 domes, numerous rivers, 8/ 
cataracts and 23 pits ;” and Stephen estimates 


by! Their Parnassus is “a house ready fur- 
nished.” 

We were walking, meantime, with feet con- 
structed since Adam and Eve, and the rough- 
ness of the way was very modern and unen- 
durable. Uphill or down dale, (and there 
was a great deal of ascending and descend- 
ing,) every step had to be picked over bro- 
ken rocks, by the light of the lamp; and, 
where there was so much to be seen above 
and around us, the careless steps were many, 
and the twists and scratches abundant. Now 
and then we came to the foot of a ladder, 
and a sort of ascent up a chimney was to be 
performed by the very ladies and gentlemen 
who had just been wondering at the sublim- 
ities of their route. Or, there was a ladder 
to lead us still more pekerishly downward.— 
One place, called “the Fat Man’s Misery,” 
was the mere zigzag through cracks in the 
rock. Another was a quarter of a mile call- 
ed “The Valley of Humility,” along which 
we almost crept upon hands and knees, the 
ceiling was so low. “Great Relief” is the 
name of the avenue which immediately suc- 
ceeds this, and then comes the “ Bottomless 
Pitt,” over which there is a comfortable new 
bridge, with cedar posts, as passable as the 
most sanguine sinner could desire. 

The impression that, by this time, you are 
as deep down into the bowels of the earth as 
you could well go, prepares you for a sur- 
prise when the path comes to the brink of 
“The Styx,” and you look over into a profun- 


dity of darkness and hear the stone which is | 


thrown in, splash, far below, and echo up 
from a vast cavern of stillness, This far- 
down subterranean river is disclosed as if 
through the merest chance, by a cleft in the 
rocky roof that shuts it in, and it seems an 
abyss unfathomable—one that, with its very

Other men may have stood higher 
ion the roll of fame,—other funeral pageants 
may have been more august and imposing,— 
but never was there the man or the occasion 
that called out truer or more deep-seated em- 
lotions of regret and sorrow than those which 
attended this testimonial of respect from his 
old companions, townspeople and friends. 


INDICATIONS OF THE PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


At an early hour in the day, all the stores, 
offices, banks, and other places of business 
were closed. The stroke of the artizan be- 
came hushed.

DEMONSTRATIONS OF REGARD. 

At intervals during the day, the bells of 
the several churches gave out their funeral 
peal. The town hall was robed in double 
festoons of black cloth. The post office 
was closed, and tastefully symbolized. The 
Citizens’ Reading Room,also, gave its indica- 
tion of the loss to the Republic of literature 
and letters by suitable drapery. The mer- 
chants and traders added their mites to the 
general testimonials of the worth of the man 
who had departed. 

Along the piers, on Water street, the nu- 
merous craft on every hand displayed their co- 
lors at half-mast. Among the most conspicu- 
ous were those of the beautiful barque “Hes- 
ter,” laying at Lovett’s wharf, andthe aumer- 
ous fleet of fishing schooners, in behalf of 
whose industrious and honored calling the 
deceased was preparing an elaborated argu- 
ment when so untimely taken from his legis- 
lative duties.

As the negroes in the county 
are 20 to 1 white, and as there was no know- 
ing how many murders might be committed 
between mow and November, it became nec- 
essarv something should be done at once.
